crew met an awful fate in a Spanish port 
of Cuba nearly 2 years ago. Then Ameri-

In the case of the Virginius the 
facts of Spanish aggression were in no way 
denied, but, on the contrary, avowed for a 
time with pride, until the authosities at 
Madrid -subdued their people, who were 
making a settlement more difficult by their 
talk. The only controversy was as to 
whether or not Spain's action in the matter 
w within its rights. But the settlement, 
a catawar tt ssight have left the rights of the 
Vvesse) still unsolved, was a rebuke to Spain, 
and for its execution of American citizens 
with scarcely a formality of law ‘it has 
never been forgiven by those who remem- 
ber it, ver» bare diplomacy decided as to

The Virginius was originally an English- 
bullt sidewheel steamer called the Virgin, 
and during the war between the States was 
one of the most famous of blockade run- 
ners until captured by a vessel! of the Uni- 
ted States. In 1870 she was sold in Wash- 
ington to an agent of the Cuban junta at 
New York. her name was changed to Vir- 

nius, and she cleared for Curacoa in the 

fest Indies. From that time till her un- 
happy fate she was never in United States 
waters. At Aspinwall) and in the ports of 
Venezyela and the West Indies she was 
known for three years as the most daring 
and the most successful of filibusters, mak- 
ing repeated landings on the Cuban coast 
with supplies of arms, ammunition, food 
and clothes for the insurgents who were 
then fighting the teri-year war. In all her 
filibustering it was claimed, however, that 
the Virginius never lost her character as an 
American ship, though the Cuban flag was 
kept at the masthead whenever that prac- 
‘tice served any good purpose. The vessel 
failed on the fatal voyage from Kingston, 
Jamaica, Oct. 23, 1873, having cleared at the 
United States Consulate as a United States 
vesse) bound for Port Simon, Costa Rica. 
The commander was Capt. Joseph Fry, a 
citizen of the United States. The cargo was 
made up of munitions of war for the Cuban 
insurgents, and the crew was pave ef Cuban 
and part of American citizens. ‘here were 
also on board a number of enlisted men on 
their way to join the insurgent army. 

It was not until October 31 that the Vir- 
ginius approached the coast of Cuba to 
make her landing, and was intercepted by 
the Spanish gunboat Tornado. The Tor- 
nado had been built by the same English 
firm that constructed the Virginius, also for 
shlockade running, but in the race that fol- 
lowed the Virginius was unable to equal] 
the speed of her Spanish pursuer. The 
‘chase lasted eight hours, during which the 
men of the Virginius threw overboard all 
the ammunition and guns they carried, to 
destroy evidence of their intent. Finally, 
at 10 o'clock at night,.the Virginius was 
stopped and surrendered in response fo the 
cannon shots of the: Tornado, which had 
come in range. The captain protested that 
his papers were regular and that the Vir- 

nius was ‘“‘an American ship, carrying 
American colors and papers, with an 
American captain and an American crew.” 
In response he was told that he was a pir- 
ate, his flag was lowered and trarpled 
upon, and the Spanish flag was hoisted in 
its place... | 


When the Tornado and the Virginius 
reached Santiago de Cuba the next day the 
1655 men captured were placed in close con- 
finement and a court-martial was convened 
at once. The court-martial condemned the 
larger part if not all of the prisoners to 
death, this summery proceeding being, as 
was alleged, in accordance with Spanish 
laws, so far at least as the character of the 
court and the nature of the judicial forms 
were concerned. The first executions were 
on the morning of November 4, when, four 
men ere shot, one of them beine Hriga- 
dier Washington Ryan, who ciaimed British 
citizenship, as a Canadian, although he 
had served in the Union army during the 
late war. The victims were .shot tn the 
back, and thelr bodies were afterward be- 
headed, the heads displayed on* spikes and 
the trunks trampled by horses. A New 
York correspondent tried to sketch the 
fcene and was imprisoned for four days for 
his attempt. A guard kept the American 
consul in his house so he could not appear 
to protest. | 

On the 8th of November 12 more men were 
executed, and on the 13th 37 were executed. 
this last batch including the officers and 
crew of the Virginivue and most of the 
American citizens. At 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon the condemned men were march- 
ed to the place of execution, passing and 
saluting the American consulate, where the 
fag was not flying from its staff.

In a Washington letter to an Administration organ, pur- 
porting to give the views and purposes of President McKinley 
with regard to the Maine disaster, it is said that the President 
keeps In view the Cuban question and, that he cherishes the 
idea that out of the terrible calamity in Havana harbor may 
be wrought the liberation’ of Cuba. The correspondent says: 

There is reason to believe that the President would view the free- 
dom of Cuba as the grandest monument that could be reared to the 
memory of the men of the Maine.

This is welcome news. It presents the President in the best 
light, in the strongest and most thoroughly American attitude 
than any in which he has yet been presented since the Maine

Of course Boss Hanna’s business interests are paramount to 
the rights, the interests, the honor of the United States and 
to the safety of Americans. They far exceed in importance 
considerations of justice and humanity. 
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THE LIGHTING SITUATION. 


It begins to look as if the city has no one among its public 
servants capable of preventing its falling into-the hands of 
a lighting monopoly when the present contract, for electric, 
lights north of Keokuk street ends on January 1, 1900. 

The most menacing feature of the situation is the report 
that the General Electric Company, which controls the sup+ 
plies of electrical machinery, will not equip any outside com- 
pany attempting to compete for the new contract. 

This General Electric Company is one of the most notorious 
and conscienceless of the great trusts. According to Electric- 
ity its management has been characterized by the most bra- 
zen over-capitalization, reckless financiering and commercial 
tyranny ever known. Having practiced buccaneer methods 
in its organization and growth which resulted in the grossest 
injustice to its weaker competitors and licenses, and having 
practically gained control of the electrical machinery market, 
it seems that it is now prepared to adopt the piratical, stand- 
and-deliver attitude towards cities that dare to hope for the 
benefits of competition in framing lighting contracts. 

A charter amendment permitting alternative bids for gas 
or electricity would at least give us some competition. It 
seems to be the only way to get relief as far as this contract 
is concerned. By the time the contract for lighting the city 
south of Keokuk street expires, St. Louls must be prepared 
to do the work herself.

Joseph Lovell Bay, the special accountant 
who was employed by the School Board to 
investigate the books of that department 
last year, has been commissioned by Gov. 
‘Stephens to visit the cities and counties of 
Missour! on a search for underassessed 
personal property. His business is to look 
through the assessors’ books and co-operate 
with the assessors in seeing that no prop- 


a escapes its just share of taxation. 

r. Bay passed ten daye in the office of 
City Assessor Frederick and is already pre- 
pared to make a surprising report to the 
Attorney-General. He returned Tuesday 
morning from a visit of 10 days at St. Jo- 
seph and Kansas City. 

“IT cannot give names to the public just 

et.”’ he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 

‘but I may give collective information that 
will show just what work needs to be done, 
and the difference it will make in the tax 
returns or collections. 

“Here in St. Louls I have the names of 
nine persons who died in 1897, whose per- 
sonal property was assessed at less than 
$300,000 and whose estates are now inven- 
toried in the Probate Court at the collective 
eum of $9,600,000. In other words these nine 
persons had personal property of $9,300,000 
which esca taxation. heir estates can 
be made to pay. - 

“TIT have found the names of 10 living per- 
sons with personal property amounting to 
$30,000,000, who stand on the assessors’ books 
amg ed with a total assessment of only 


“My investigations thus far made in this 
city convince me that I will be able to in- 
crease the State taxes alone in this city 
to the extent of $200,000. This is saying noth- 
ing about the city and school taxes. 

“This is enough, I think, to ey the 
Governor in authorizing the employment of 
a special agent to inquire into taxes that 
otherwise might never be reached. 

“After a thorough investigation at St. Jo- 
reph I found that city and Buchanan Coun- 
ty taxed up to the top notch. The Boards 
of Equalization there have done their whole 
duty, in several instances increasing the as- 
Bessment from nothing to $50,000. 

“It is a different story in Kansas City. 
where conditions prevail that are quite sim- 
llar to those in St. Loui But I cannot yet 
@ive any details of my work in that city.’ 

Assessor Frederick says that while he does 
not know of any law empowerfing the Gov- 
ernor to-appoint a State tax agent, the 
books of his department are open for inspec- 
tion by any and all citizens.

HER CHILDREN THE PRIZE. 


DECREE OF COURT THAT SHE 
COULD NOT SEE THEM 
UNTIL CURED. 


FIFTEEN MONTHS STRUGGLE. 


Finally She Walked Into Court Accom- 
panied by a Salvation Army Las- 
sie, Who Testified to the Wo- 
man Having Conquered. 


Mrs. Mary J. Conway has had e battle 
with herself and won it. Above and beyond 
the contest, as the laurels of victory, were 
the winning back of her own little children, 


a boy aged 2 and a girl of 5. 

It was rather an uncommon story—that 
of Mrs. Conway's. It began, as most sto- 
ries do, with a happy marriage, when she 
thought Philip Conway the handsomest and 
best of men. Like many another of the 


short and simple annals of the poor, the 
drink habit soon threw its shadow across 
the hearth and deadened the sound of the 
laughter of the children that had come Lo 
bless and brighten and comfort them, 

Philip began it, Mrs. mete A says. He 
bought beer for the supper table and for 
the night. She drank her share. His coarser 
nature resisted the impulse of growth. She 
drank when he was away. What harm 
was there? It was a common thing to do. 

But Philip objected. He scarcely realized 
the folly of his own conduct, and he knew 
it was hardly an excuse for the mother of 
his children. She promised to restrain her- 
self. She did not. He fretted and ‘fumed 
and threatened to leave her. Mary thoutht 
he reallv didn’t mean it. 

And so they went on, until one sorrowful 
day Philip went into the Circuit Court and 
asked a decree of divorce from Mary, and 
for the care and custody of the children. 

It was an awful awakening to the wife 
and mother. and when the Judge granted 
all that Philip had asked, she kissed the 
little girl and the baby boy, and’ went out 
of. the courtroom with despair written in 
her face. 

But she had one hope. The Judge had 
said that if. at the end of fifteen months, 
Mary Conroy could come back into court 
and prove that she had permanently re- 
afriend from drink the decree would be so 
modified as to permit her a mother’s interest 
in the children. 

*“Mrs. Conway is a courageous, good 
woman.”’ says Attorney I, C. Terry, “and 
nobody will ever know the character of the 
battle she fought during the last fifteen 
months. She was not a drunkard, but the 
regularity of tre beer habit had fastened 
itself upon her. and release from it was a 
fight she might never have won had it not 
been for the reward in store. She got a 
place out at the Insane Asylum laundry, 
and worked there as never woman worked 
before. The children were always in her 
vision, night and day, and for a signt of 
them she fought on and conquered at last. 
So I accompanied her into court Monday, 
and on the presentation of testimony the 
Judge modified his decree, giving to Mrs. 
Conway the right to see and enjoy the so- 
ciety of her children at her own home.” 
It was a signal victory, all the more pro- 
noutriced because a woman won it where 
thousands of men have failed. 

During the last 15 months Mrs. Conway 
says she has done laundry work, latterly at 
her rooms in Carondelet, from which she 
obtained an income varying from §$3 to $4 
a week. She enjoyed the labor because it 
wae hard and cruel. When the day was 
passed she sat in her. rooms, folded her 
wearied hands and dreamed of the children. 
Philip had them and she knew they were 
well, but they had gone out of her life and 
left her heart emptied of its dearest treas- 
ures. 

She says the old temptations were not so 
much from the habit as from despair. Some- 
times 6he used to lie awake during the long 
nights, thinking over her lost happiness; 
how, when the babies were born, she had 
pictured how ehe would clothe them and 
what lunches she would give them when 
they went to-school and what Santa Clause 
would bring to them at Christmas and how 
tenderly she would watch over them when 
éickness came. 

It. was all gone now—husband, children, 
home and everything—everything but the 
ride of self-respect and the last hope of 
eckoning back to her one of the smallest 
of the pictures she had drawn, the dreams 
she had had, the visions she had seen. 
There was the courage of an eariy Chris- 
tian martyr in her attitude and it drew to 
her side one of the Salvation Army lassies, 
Mrs. Mary De Vere. The lassie contrived 
to be with her almost every day. With 
song and story and prayer she held up Mrs. 
Conway’s faith and determination, . and 
when the 15 months had gone she walked 
with her into the courtroom and made oath 
that the poor woman had not’ touched 
liquor in all the period that had been fixed 
b ythe legal tribunal.

APPOINTS HIS SUBORDINATES. 


Three Changes Made, but That Will 
Be All and the Office Will Not 
Be Moved to Belleville.

Gen. W. H. Powell of Belleville, the new 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Thir- 
teenth Illinois District, arrived jn East St. 
Louis this morning and formally assumed 
charge of the affairs of office. Mr. Murphy, 
the retiring collector, was not present. 

Gen, Powell said: “I have appointed J. 
B. Gillespie traveling deputy for the East- 
ern Division of the district. H. J. Fink will 
be stamp agent at Belleville, and Charles

MUST PAY THIS POLICY.

Decision of Court of Appeals Against 
an Insurance Company. 


Judge Biggs has written an interesting 
opinion in the case of Robert J. Pray, cura- 
tor of the estate of John V. Cornwall, 
against the Union Casulty and Surety Co. 

The surety company had insured the life 
of John C. Cornwall for $2000 in favor of 
his son, John V. Cornwall. In the policy 
was a clause that the insurance sould not 
be paid if the insured died “from injuries 
intentionally inflicted upon the assured by 
any other person, injuries from unprovoked 
assault excepted.” 

Cornwall was a conductor on a freight 
train on the St. Loule & Southwestern Rail- 
way and was killed at Jonesboro, Ark., by 
Trainmaster McMinnis. The men had been 
on bad terms for a long time because of 
the supposed attentions of McMinnis to 
Cornwall's wife. 

The insurance company refused to pay 
the insurance on the ground that the as- 
sault was provoked by Cornwall, who had 
had words several times previously with 
McMinnis. 

The court holds the evidence shows that 
at the time of the killing Cornwall was un- 
armed and did not at that time provoke 
the assault. 

The finding is in favor of the plantiff 
against the insurance company.

His coat as on fire 
and so was the woman’s dress. e pulled 
off his coat and extinguished the flames 
that were destroying the woman's clothing. 
A chunk of burning wood struck his. helmet 
and burned it so that a new one had to be 
bought. 

He did not mention all this in the report 
made to headquarters. When he wanted & 
new helmet the board asked how his old 
one became damaged. Then the truth came 
out and his name was at once put on the 
roll of honor. 

Less than two years ago Sergt. Monrotus 
captured George W. Troutman within an 
hour after he murdered his sweetheart, 
Blanche Troutman, in her home on Lee 
avenue. 

Monrotus took a Union Line motor car 
and told the motorman he was after a mur- 
derer. They dashed at full speed down the 
Street. Troutman was In St. Louis Park. 
In a few minutes he was a prisoner. He ‘s 
now serving a life sentence in the peniten- 
eee Had he not pleaded guilty his lfa 
might have been demanded by a jury.
